‘Educational genocide’ 


Dennis Lapierre desperately 
wants voters to look up from their 
ATCO bills long enough to make 
the state of public education in 
Alberta an issue in the upcoming 
provincial election. He’s not the 
only one. The iconoclastic former 
school principal is one voice in a 
growing chorus of parent and 
labour groups calling for govern- 
ment to reinvest in education. 

Lapierre owns SchoolWorks!, 
the education consulting company 
that publishes an annual list of the 
so-called “top failing schools in 
Alberta.” Every year the list is pil- 
Joried by critics on both the might 
and the left, who dismiss Lapierre 
as either an anti-union teacher- 
basher or pro-union Tory basher. 

He'll tell you he’s both. Or nei- 
ther. Or something. 

Lapierre describes himself as 


testing in Grades 3, 6 and 9, and 
12. Interestingly, of the 200 
schools in four categories, 42 are 
in Edmonton. Schools such as 
Prince Charles saw a staggering 
66.7 per cent failure rate among 
pupils who wrote the Language 
Arts 6 exam. 

Lapierre claims the list should 
be used to measure the effective- 
ness of the school’s programming, 
not to judge the children. He 
argues that the incredible failure 
rates in the Northlands school dis- 
trict indicates only that the etluca- 
tional system is betraying the chil- 
dren and families in the mostly- 
native communities. In one school, 
Little Buffalo in Cadotte Lake, 
every single child who wrote the 
Grade 3 language arts and math 
exams failed. 

“You can’t have the samessystem . 
in Riverbend and in an isolated — 
northern community and expect 
the same results,” he said. “The 
Klein government is committing 
educational genocide up there.” 

But some of those who might 
agree with his sentiment want 
nothing to do with Lapierre’s tac- 
tics. Lynne Odynski of Albertans 
Promoting Public Education and 
Learning said the list “isn’t an 
effective means of conveying use- 
ful information.” 

While Odynski agrees that each 
community has special needs that 
can’t be addressed with one-size- 
fits-all solutions, she argues that 
using means such as Lapierre’s list 
only serves to pigeonhole kids and 
their families. 

On Monday night Premier Ralph 
Klein mentioned education fund- 
ing in his 20-minute, televised state 
of the province address. Klein 
Claimed his Tories had restored 
funding to 1992/93 levels, but 
APPEAL and another group, Par- 
ents Advocating for Children and 
Teachers, quickly refuted the 
claim that Alberta’s children are 
well-served. 

“We are still sixth in education 
spending in Canada and have the 
largest class sizes of any province 
in the country,” said PACT chair 
Diane Williamson. “School infra- 
structures have been in a decline — 
for a number of years with no new 
investment. The school buildings

every time news breaks of a violent 
crime, by adding such meaningless 
afterthoughts as “no word yet on 
whether the crime is gang-related.” 
Fear that gang violence would start 

claiming innocent victims hit a fever 
pitch over Christmas after the murder 
of 18-year-old Adnan Pervez in his 
Mill Woods driveway. When police 
charged Keith Schell with Pervez’s 
murder, they said Schell was a hit 
man hired to kill Pervez’s older broth- 





er, Usman, a high profile gang mem- 
ber. The hit, according was 
botched and Adnan, who had nothing 
to do with gangs, was shot by mis- 
take. Citizens were outraged and terti- 
fied. If the wrong people are getting 
killed, how can anyone be safe? 
However, several current and for- 

mer gang members, who spoke to 
SEE Magazine on condition of 
anonymity, offered a different 
scenario. They say Adnan was the 
intended target. Usman, they said, 
owes a lot of money to more powerful 
criminals. The death of his brother 
was meant to be a warning to pay up. 
After all, explained one, how much 
sense would it make to kill a debtor? 
The money owed would be lost forev- 
er. Schell, the accused, will not be in 
court until May, when the preliminary 
hearing on his murder charge will 
begin. 

Back in the fall nearly every news 
outlet in the city gleefully reported a 
suspected “gang-style execution” 
when aman was — shot to death

question the death was a stupid, 
senseless tragedy, but a harbinger of 
unprecedented terror and lawless- 
ness? Hardly. 

The media's fascination with the “ 
gangster bogeyman could play a sig- 
nificant part in increasing gang activi- 
ty in Edmonton. Former and current 
gang members interviewed by SEE 
Magazine all concurred that it’s 
become painfully easy to entice 
younger kids into gangs’ periphery 
(or, as the EPS likes to call it, the 
associate level VA 

“They love the glamour,” explained 
one. “You just tell them that if they 
make a delivery you'll pay them and 
then they'll be able to afford the 
chains, the fancy shoes. Soon they're 
begging to make deliveries for you.” 

Another said kids, usually in their 
early teens, are lured by the mystique. 
Other kids respect, even fear them. 
That goes a long way in the halls of 
local high schools, where they would 
otherwise spend their adolescence 
obscured by the shadows of the jocks 
and cheerleaders. 

“It’s all bullshit, though,” he insist- 
ed. “These kids are nothing. They're 
just punks,” 


“There's no loyalty any more,” he 
said. “You can’t trust nobody. It’s not 
about brotherhood any more. It’s all 
about money, and if you have to fuck 
over a friend to make more money, 
you do it.” 

Even within a gang, he said, 
as for the kids they have running for 











associated with a gang they're safe. 
No one would touch them because 
they have loyal protectors. 

“No way. These guys are only con- 
cerned about business. They’re not 
protecting kids, they're protecting 
their investment. Nothing more.” 


Staying in the shadows 


To understand what's going on in 
the streets, one must first understand 
how gangs operate in Edmonton. The 
EPS doesn’t like to discuss details of 
this nature, so most of the informa- 
tion here is gathered directly from 
gang members. 

First off, there are two kinds of 
gangs: organized crime and street 
gangs. “In terms of the drug trade, 
organized crime such as biker gangs 
are generally responsible for import- 
ing large quantities of drugs into an 
area. For the average citizen, they 
pose little or no threat whatsoever 
They sell to middlemen who in turn 
distribute to others and so on down 
the line. Drugs might pass through 
several hands before they are finally 
sold to a user. Street gangs, which are 
nowhere near as sopbisticated as 
biker gangs, are basically retailers. 
Typically in their early 20s, they 
recruit teenagers to deliver small 
quantities to individual users, luring 
them with the promise of money and 
glamour, assuring them that because 
they're minors, any consequences 
from getting caught will be minimal. 
The most enterprising couriers can 
work their way into the gang’s inner 
bia but most don’t: ae it that far. 















each other at all.” 

The real gang members, the courier 
said, don't like the media spotlight 
that comes with high-profile violence. 
“They like to stay in the shadows. The 
less attention they get, the more 
money they make.” 

But one thing young couriers learn 
quickly is to stay out of the way of the 
older gang members. “You don’t mess 
with these guys. Ever,” one courier 
said, refusing to go into further detail. 

Since 1999 the EPS has been col- 
lecting data on the city’s street gangs, 
which they acknowledge is a loose 
term for any group of 
people united for the purpose of mak- 
ing money through illegal means, usu- 
ally drugs. Right now they have on file 
17 gangs across the city with 225 
known members. What's most signifi- 
cant these days, however, is the grow- 
ing list of associates, which is now 
nearly 500. Another 120 have some 
kind of undetermined connection. 


Racism 


Another side-effect of gang hysteria 
is its ability to stir up racism and eth- 
nic stereotyping. These days one 
rarely hears the word “gang” without 
the preface “Asian,” 

“That is completely misleading,” 
said Parthenis. “These groups are not 
race-based. In any gang you will find 
blacks, whites, Asians.” 

But that doesn’t seem to prevent 
members of Edmonton's Asian com- 
munity, particularly young males, 
from being labelled criminals simply 
because of the way they look. Several 
people who spoke to SEE Magazine 
talked of being refused entry into bars 
and nightclubs because ges were in — 
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let him in. Another said he was told 
the club closed for a private function 
while dozens of non-Asians streamed 
around him, the bouncer blocking lis 
way. 








































‘Gang Central’ 


There’s nothing like the gang label 
to drive down property values. Ask 
anyone in Mill Woods. 

The sprawling, suburban commit 
ty in the southeast corner of 
Edmonton has become synony:ious 
with street gangs. It’s a distinction 
that chafes Chinwe Okelu, forme! 
chair of the Mill Woods Presidents 
Council, a confederation of commu 
ty leagues. If one went by media 
depictions, he lamented, one would 
think his neighbourhood is a crime 
ridden slum.

If 
we treat our weakest citizens like 
damaged goods or market com- 
modities, | promise you all, we will 
get precisely the kind of society 
that this mentality engenders. 

I don’t believe that ‘grieving 
father’ act for a millisecond and a 
gateway to the seventh level of 
hell would have to open in my 
bedroom closet before I'd believe 
that his was an act of mercy.

ummer and the 2001 edition of the Edmonton Folk 
Q rest may seem a long way off but when that 
weekend rolls around, try to remember the name 
David Francey. 

The Scottish-born, Ontario-raised singer-song- 
writer, who these days calls rural Québec home, 
made his début performance in this city last Friday 
and earned a deserved and immediate standing ova- 
tion when he walked off the Northern Lights Folk 
Club stage after producing two no less than brilliant 
sets of original tunes. 

This is an artist who writes and sings of day-to-day 
experiences, many that we've all lived or witnessed, 
but he does so with a poetic beauty that drapes every 
one of his pieces. 

Not since the 1970s contemporary folk boom, when 
this country blossomed forth with writers like Bob 
Carpenter, David Wiffen and Willie P. Bennett has a 
writer like Francey stepped forward without the aid 
of the big music biz machine. 

He’s 46-years-old, a manual labourer most of his 
adult life, and comes to the national songwriting cir- 
cle with perceptions and insights that uniformly fan 
the flames of emotion and understanding and in turn 
hand listeners one gem of a story or recollection after 
another. His one and only disc to date is an indepen- 
dent affair titled Torn Screen Door. Not only are there 
tunes that will one day be considered folk classics 
represented in the mix, a song like the forlorn 
Sumach Street, in the right hands, could be a huge hit 
in the country or roots-pop vein. 

Hats off to Northern Lights and club exec Bill 
Werthman for snagging this show when the opportu- 
nity arose. The concert put the bar a bit higher for the 
club that continues to work out of the cozy Queen 
Alexandra Hall. Next up is the double bill of Alba and 
Triphoria on Saturday, Feb. 17.

Today, Louis 
Robitaille, artistic director since 
1998, is inching the company 
towards a different esthetic. 
“Neoclassicism is the expression 
of tomorrow,” the forthright 
Robitaille declares from a hotel 
room in Lethbridge, of all places, 
where the company is touring 
before its Feb. 2 and 3 Arden 
Theatre appearances. But the pro- 
gram for this tour suggests that the 
jazz component of the company 
name has not been forsaken com- 
pletely. American Mia Michaels’ 
piece No Strings Attached and a

Unusual for a new artistic direc- 
tor, he didn’t turf any dancers. “We 
kept everyone for one season and 
then one person was injured, one 
became pregnant and we had to let 
one person go.” 

Why is this? “Jazz is the freedom 
to allow strong personalities to 
express themselves freely 
dancers are very special. Coming 
from Les Grands, I was so 
impressed by their animal side. 
That spirit I don’t want to lose.” 

Though still dancing with the 12- 
person company at this point 
(though, unfortunately not in 
Edmonton), Robitaille will be 
phasing out his performing career 
by April to focus on the adminis- 
tration of the company.

This, oddly enough 
is very much like the director him 
self. In his early 30s, Villeneuve is 
a domestic recluse, hiding away in 
Montreal with his partner of many 
years and their three children. This 
is his sanctuary where he writes 
screenplays about life, death and 
babies and spends the rest of his 
time as a very involved parent. 

“I think in contradiction and 
paradox, you can find truth,” he 
says. “In cinema, the most impor 
tant thing is to confront blurry 
ideas with clear images. And the 
fish is about that — a clear image 
about my relationship with cine 
ma, but I have to explore that rela- 
tionship between storytelling and 
death.”

Recent Québécois film is vivid 
and distinctive and, as I’ve said 
pefore, the shining hope right now 
for Canadian film. It’s a cliché that 
{ should, perhaps, be taken to task 
for perpetuating, but why is it that 
so much (often low budget) Dutch 
and Norwegian and Taiwanese and 
Jranian film is assured and stylish 
when so much Anglo-Canadian 
stuff looks so obstinately dull? 

Within this paradigm, Québec 
cinema has always had a mind of 
its own. Maelstrém’s esthetic 
scope attests to this; the positive 
attention it’s getting is encourag- 
ing. Curiously, director Denis 
Villeneuve has declared it to be 
simply “a playful call to be respon- 
sible and to be careful,” and insists 
more serious interpretations are 
ridiculous.” I detect a_David 
Lynchian coyness here — Lynch.is 
famous for disavowing any com- 
plex or psychologized readings of 
his work.

Maelstrom **** (out of five) 
writing are logical, beautiful and 
meaningful. In any case, it just 
goes to show that big, dumb 
Hollywood money doesn't seem to 
help local artists. 

It’s a damn shame, this waste of 
resources. XXXposed (Toronto) 
tries to pass off the desperation of 
a single middle-ageish woman as 
funny. It’s not, especially when it 
involves shopping, premium ice 
cream, stupid vibrator jokes — oh, 
must I go on? Wonderland (Van- 
couver), a modern-day lesbian 
take on Lewis Carroll, actually 
ends with the sexually exploratory 
Alice running for a door that says 
“Out.” Ugh. Lesbianism has never 
seemed so straight, at least in 
terms of its metaphors. Cinderella: 
Single Again (Vancouver) works a 
similar angle, revaimping a familiar 
story, but again it just recyeles the 
annoying and adversarial “dating 
sucks” ideology that makes its 
home in way too many “women’s” 
comedies. Hindsight (Toronto) 
might be interesting if it were 
paced less awkwardly and didn’t 
wax pseudo-intellectually about 
the male gaze as violence. Basic-

Travelling picture show 


Life Without Death 
(Sunday, Feb. 4 @ 9 p.m.) 

Filmmaker Frank Cole takes a 
“rage, rage against the dying of the 
light” very seriously. His grandfa- 
ther’s death spurs him into rebel- 
lious, counter-phobic behaviour: in 
order to thumb his nose at death 
he'll confront it head on in a long 
and dangerous crossing of the 
Sahara, with only a camel and lim- 
ited supplies in tow. And how to 
most effectively make meaning of 
your near-suicidal journey? Film. it, 
even though the process takes 
away from precious time better 
spent simply surviving. Film your 
rotting skin, your fainting camel 
and the wary gazes of your some- 
times-guides. It’s all rather macho 
and Cole’s voice-over, insisting on 
his loneliness and constant fear of 
death, doesn’t make it less so; 
rather we're surely meant to 
admire his bravado. And one does 

even if the motives and philoso- 
phy provided by the narration 
seem more adolescent than 
insightful. A knee-jerk preoccupa- 
tion with beating death is hardly 
the sign of an integrated psyche; 
nonetheless, such death-defying 
acts do carry an unavoidable fasci- 
nation. Cole makes the most of 
this not through bombast but a 
slow, mesmerizing unfolding. 
Stark visuals and monotony create 
a keen sense of time and space — 
the effect is incantatory. The 
soundtrack nicely enhances this 
mood (ever notice how North 
African-inspired music makes any- 
thing seem deep?). Ultimately, Life 
Withoul Death does take an exis- 
tential import, thanks not to the 
film’s explicit content but to its 
evocative style. k**

om Hanks’ career can be con- 
Te ntily divided into two 

halves: the 1980s Tom Hanks 
and the 1990s Tom Hanks. The 
’80's Hanks was his decade’s Mike 
Myers, star of lighthearted screw 
ball comedy like Bachelor Party 

1984). Suddenly, Hanks became 
one of Hollywood's top stars 
multiple Oscar wirmer and, acc ording to some, Everyman. The turn 
ing point in Hanks’ journey from Jim (Carrey) to Jimmy (Stewart) 
was the year 1990, when he appeared In two grimly unsuccessful 
films: Bonfire of the Vanities and Joe Versus the Volcano. Somehow 
from the ashes of these two cinematic infernos arose an A-List actor. 
How did he do it? My theory is: creative self-plagianzing. By rehash- 
comedic themes as dramatic Americana and adding some 
james Horner scores, Hanks has capitalized on the unretentiveness 
of modern movie-goers and managed to turn a decade's worth of 
goofball schmaltz into Oscar material with nary a case of déja vu. 

Hanks’ first Best Actor Oscar came from his moving performance 
as an AIDS-afflicted gay lawyer in Philadelphia (1993). At first 
glance, this role would seem to bear no resemblance to Hanks previ- 
ous work, but think about it laterally, A lonely,man, isolated from his 
friends and family because of his forbidden love ? Just substitute 
Antonio Banderas with a mermaid and you've got the connection. In 
Splash (1984), Hanks’ character was persecuted by the government 
for his immoral lust for a fish. If that’s not a metaphor for our homo- 
phobic tires, I don’t know what is. 

And then consider Forrest Gump (1994), for which Hanks 
received an Oscar for playing a goober with a bad haircut. Gump 
won the nation’s hearts because he, like most of the nation, was a 
kid trapped in an adult body. Of course Hanks had already covered 
this ground in Big (1988), but failed to nab an Oscar for it. 

Cast Away (2000) brings us right back to the seminal Joe Versus 
the Voleano. Personally, I thought the volcano flick was one of 
Hanks’ best and funniest films and as far as shipwreck fantasies are 
concerned, I much preferred the unconscious Meg Ryan to Wilson 
the volleyball. Millions of movie-goers appear to disagree with me,

Comfort food in an elegant setting

yom its inception in pre-revolutionary Paris, 

the restaurant has been a diverse and inher- 

ently responsive institution. In rapid order, 
aif restaurants quickly adapted to serve their 
pei audiences from the common table at a 
varaibourlood table @hole, to the simple, infor- 
vnal offerings of the bistro to the most elegant of 
ihe grand restaurant (and almost everything in 
netween). That built-in diversity hasn't changed 
in the industry; in fact, another dimension has 
sen added to that stratification, with each stra- 
rum deciding to offer evershifting service and 
food options, often in the name of taste. 
~ gometimes that comes in the form of inex- 
yensive restaurants aping the service and 
menus of their high-end cousins and some- 
times it’s fits fancy ones going for a taste of 
‘country cooking.” 

Case in point is the current trend — report- 


he 


that come with its continental cuisine 

On the one hand the Hardware Grill is the 
last place where this seems to make sense: it’s 
such a beautiful room with such a natural 
upscale elegance. Housed in an Edwardian 
commercial building (it was last home to WW 
Arcade Hardware — hence the name), the 
restaurant boasts generous windows, lots of 
wood and exposed brick, a delicate sense of 
décor and flawless service 

On the other hand, Edmonton diners are a 
practical lot and even the more bourgeois 
among us still appreciate the fat-intensive, 
meat heavy, root vegetable intensive farm-style 
cooking that the bistro movement implies. 

Tossing caution to the winds, I decided to 
aller jusqu'au bout on the bistro offerings and 
order two of the more intensive (if not authen- 
tic) dishes: the Duck Leg Confit Style (with 
Warm Red Cabbage Salad, Roast Corn, Pecan 
and Bacon Hash and a Maple-Onion Dressing) 


—— 


Now, if you are saying to yourself, “Self, that 
sounds realllllly heavy,” you'd be realllily right. 
In fact Ray (who ordered the more reasonable 
creamy tomato bisque “Soup of Yesterday” as 
his starter), thought they had made a mistake 
and served me an entrée-sized Duck instead of 
an appetizer. Nope, it’s just a very large, very 
filling appetizer. Given that Confit is cooked 
and congealed within its own fat (often mari- 
nated in layers of additional fat and salt) this is 
no heart-smart option. ; 

Mind you it is certainly smooth and unbe- 
lievably vich and did indeed go down so fine 
with the Bouchard Aine pinot noir I was sip- 
ping. 

Same deal with the Bacon Wrapped Venison. 
(Ray also aimed for the homestyle, but chose 
the less fatty Beef Tenderlom with Beef Stew 
Potatoes, Chioggia Beets and Roast Onions, 
served drenched in a Horseradish Creme

Well, I admit it, I've gone back 
for more and not always just for 
research. Luckily, according to 
OCAF, “There is a way out.” For 
six bucks they'll send me a 16-page 
booklet, Four Steps to Freedom 
How to Live a Porn-Free Life 

Ah, screw it, I'll think I'll spend 
the six bucks on renting a porn 
video instead. Okay, I jest, and 
obviously I don't think simply 
going back for more makes you a 
porn addict. But after participating 
in a panel last week on Internet 
porn addiction, I began to wonder 
exactly what does. Can porn 
and/or sex, truly become addic 
tions like drugs or alcohol? I need 
ed answers. I called Stanton Peele, 
an American author (Love and 
Addiction, 1975) who has been 
studying, thinking, writing and 
speaking about addictions of all 
kinds since 1969. 

“Like any other addiction, sex 
can be considered an addiction if 
the person is harming themselves 
physically or emotionally,” Peele 
tells me over the phone. “If you 
have to masturbate so much that 
you can’t interact with real people, 
it’s a little dysfunctional. The sin- 
gle question you could ask is this, 
‘Are your sexual activities increas- 
ing your abilities to get genuinely 


gratifying sex with another individ- 


ual on a regular basis or diminish-

Alcoholics Anonymous, Sexaholies 
Anonymous — or anything else 
Anonymous — in business 

“If you go out and tell people 
that porn addiction is a disease — 
that someone is born a sex addict 
— and if that person is exposed to 
sex or porn, they won't be able to 
control themselves, well, how is 
that going to work?” questions 
Peele. “It’s impossible to avoid sex 
and sexually oriented material 
entirely.” 

Even Sexaholics Anonymous 
struggles with this reality. In AA,

“I don’t know how they come up 
with the medical science for this 
lose control as 
long as you have sex with a hus- 
band or wife,” laughs Peele. “To 
me, this is a moralistie value judg- 
ment that may not work for every- 
one or even be an‘option. And 
besides, just because you're mar. 
ried to the person doesn’t mean 
the sex is healthy and meaningful.” 
I think much of the fear about 
porn addiction has a lot to do with 
morals. That’s not to say there 
aren't plenty of people wasting 
way too much time with porn or 
really messing up their life with 
their need for sex, but like any 
other “addiction” J think it has less 
to do with the fact that it’s sex and 
that sex or even porn is inherently 
evil and corruptive and more to do 
with our own abilities to cope and 
achieve healthy, interpersonal sex- 
ual and emotional relationships. 

Wiping out Internet porn won't 
wipe out people’s problems 
achieving genuine intimacy. In 
fact, maybe the Internet is doing 
us a favour and bringing our sexu- 
al dysfunctions out of the closet so 
we actually have to face them.
